A few sorts, which are 
noted, will be sent in October or November, when they mature. 
Any good well-drained soil will grow bulbs; it should be well 
spaded; if it should be a heavy clay it is best to add sand and 
manure to make it loose; fresh manure is injurious; well-rotted 
cow Manure, sheep manure, or bone meal is preferable. The sur- 
face of the beds should be slightly raised at the center so that 
water will run off quickly, as bulbs are liable to rot if water stands 
on the beds. 

The bulbs themselves should be set from 3 to 12 inches apart, 
and from 2 to 8 inches deep, according to the size of the bulbs and 
the condition of the soil. The larger sized bulbs are planted at the 
greatest depth. In heavy soils the average depth should be less. 
We cannot too strongly urge our customers to plant bulbs in quan- 
tity; they are much more effective so. In the autumn, when a hard 
erust is frozen on the top of the soil, cover the beds with about 4 
inches of leaves; if coarse manure or straw is used, cover6 inches; 
if leaves are used, throw on a little brush or earth to preyent 
blowing off. In localities where the ground does not freeze more 
than a slight crust they require no protection. In the spring, say 
March 1, remove half of the covering, and the balance of it as 
soon as the bulbs begin pushing through the soil. 


INDOOR CULTURE. For early flowers in the house, most va- 


rieties should be potted in September, 
and, for a succession of flowers, at intervals up to December. A 
yery good soil for the growth of bulbs is composed of one-half 
good garden soil and the remainder equal parts of well-rotted 
Manure or leaf-mould and sand well mixed together. The size of 
pots used depends on the size of the bulbs and the effect desired, 
For one hyacinth bulb a 5-inch pot should be used; for tulips a 
4-inch pot. A very pretty effect is produced by putting three or 
more hyacinths, or six or more tulips of different colors in a 7-inch 
or 8-inch pot. Narcissus require about the same size pots as hya- 
cinths; other bulbs likewise, according to their sizes. 
Some broken pieces of pots, pebbles or charcoal should be placed 
in the bottom of each pot for drainage. Fill the pots to the rim

-The flow- 
ers are generally produced on stems about nine 
inches long, and are very useful for cutting, re- 
maining in good condition a very long time.

GARDEN CULTURE.—Planted outdoors they are one of the earliest and handsomest Spring flowers. 
The bulbs may be planted from September to the final freezing of the ground for the Winter. They should 
be set 6 to 8 inches apart, and 4 to 6 inches deep. Before the ground freezes hard, cover with leaves or coarse 
litter, as already advised in ‘‘A Few Cultural Hints” on second page of cover, which please consult. 

CULTURE IN POTS.—For some bright flowers in the house in Winter, Hyacinths are almost indis- 
pensable. Procure solid, heavy bulbs; pli ant a single bulb in a 5-inch pot, or several in a large pot or bulb pan. 
Fill the pots with soil, set away in a cool, dark place until thoroughly rooted; then place in a sunny window. 

CULTURE IN GLASSES.—The single-flowering varieties are best adapted for culture in glasses, and 
the choicest named sorts should always be used. Fill the glasses with soit water (keep full as it evaporates) 
so that the bottom of the bulb will just touch it. Keep in a dark, cool place until the roots are about 6 
inches long, when they may be brought into the light and warmth to bloom.

An inch of clean sand should be placed under and over the bulbs 
when setting them out. At the coming of freezing weather, six inches or so of leaves or coarse litter should be spread over the beds 
to exclude the frost; this should be removed in the Spring when all danger from ‘hard frosts has passed. Top-dressings and liquid 
mmanures are the best methods to enrich the soil after the bulbs are fully established ; a good mulch around the plants is beneficial 
atalltimes. It will be found a great advantage to take up and separate the bulbs of the lily bed, renew the soil, and replant once 
in three orfour years. We have most carefully selected our list, confining ourselves to those varieties that, with fair culture, will 
give satisfactory results. When grown in pots, begin with the smallest size pot in which the bulb can be placed. and repot as the 
plant advances in size. Keep in a comparatively cool temperature, and give plenty of water at all periods of growth.
